W |) 1R (fc 3 & by an Act passed in the First year of Ilis 
present Majesty’s reign, for amending several Acts for 
the advance of Money for carrying on Public Works, and for other 
purposes, in Ireland, certain Provisions were made for the cm ploy - 
5 ment of certain sums of Money in aid of divers Public Works in 
Ireland , in the said Act mentioned, under the orders of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, and 
under certain Presentments and Estimates in the said Act mentioned, 
provided that no order for the payment of Money under such Pre- 
io sentments and Estimates should be made after the expiration of Five 
years from the passing of the said Act : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the Third year of His present 
Majesty’s reign, for the authorizing certain Advances of Money for 
the Relief of the Distresses existing in Ireland, it was among other 
j - things Enacted, That it should be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to order further Ad- 
vances to be made for the repairs of Roads, or for other Public 
Works, and that such Advances might be made at any time before 
the Assizes next after the passing of this Act : 

20 And whereas by an Act made in the Sixth year of His present Ma- 
jesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act to render more effectual the seve- 
“ ral Acts for authorizing Advances for carrying on Public Works, 
“ so far as relates to Ireland ,” it was Enacted, That there might be 
issued out of the Consolidated Fund, by the Lord Lieutenant, or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, any sum or sums of 
Money, not exceeding in the whole the sum of Three hundred thou- 
sand Pounds, British Currency, for the purposes and under the regu- 
lations in the said Act mentioned and contained: 
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And whereas by another Act made in the Sixth year of His pre- 
sent Majesty’s reign, for the repairing making and keeping in repair 
certain Roads and Bridges in Ireland, it was among other things 
Enacted, That any order or orders for the payment of any Money 
under any such Presentment or Estimate, in respect of Roads or c 
Public Works, as in the said Act of the First year of His present 
Majesty’s reign are mentioned, should and might be made at any 
time within one year next after the time limited by the said Act of 
the said First year ; and it is expedient that a further sum of Money 
should be applied to the purposes of the said Act of the First year of 
His Majesty's reign, and that further time should be allowed for ef-
